Sympoetica President Phoebe Kilby presented an overview regarding the Fifth Street Corridor 

Master Plan.  Dabney McCain, President of the Fifth Street Community Development Corporation, Nancy 

Marion, representing the Garland Hill Neighborhood Association, Oliver Kuttner, a downtown developer, 

Laura Dupuy, Executive Director, Lynchburg Neighborhood Development Corporation, and Laura Hamilton, 

Chair of the Planning Commission, spoke in support of the Plan.  Bob Cornelison, Fisher Auto Parts 

Distribution Center, along with Mark Peake expressed concern regarding the removal of one traffic lane on 

Fifth as recommended by the Plan.  There was no one else present who wished to speak to this item, and 

the public hearing was closed.  In response to Council questioning, Ms. Kilby stated that the Plan has been 

revised to show a “loading zone” along Fifth Street next to the Fisher Auto Parts Distribution Center.  City 

Council reached consensus to schedule another work session regarding this item at the May 23 meeting.
